He Is Isolated on His Country 
_ Estate, and Lack of News 
Regarding the Condition of 
His Health Causes a Big 
Slump in the — Harriman 


: Stocks. 


New York, August 25.—Two thou- 
sand feet above the sea level, at his 
country estate near Arden, N. Y., Ed- 
ward H. Harriman is resting in seclu- 
ston tonight. 

Shielded from business cares, barred 
from visitors, practically isolated in 
his mountain home, he disappeared 


_ from the public eye in a manner no 


less dramatic than his display of grit 
wpon his arrival from Europe yester- 
day. 

On the automatic railway that bore 
him, seated in an atittomobile, to his 
lofty home-last night, he was whisked 
from view like a stage manikin. 

Then the curtain dropped, and news 
of E. H. Harriman almost ceased. 

No Change in Cendition. 

True, a brief announcement was 
made at the Union Pacific offices today 
that he was resting quietly, and by 
telephone to Arden it was learned ta- 
night that there was no change in his 
condition. But. aside from this, he is 
as far away from the American public 
@s he was at Bad Gastein, Austria, 
with the Atlantic ocean between. 

All reports concerning Mr. Harrt- 
man's health, his associates made 
known today, are to come from his 
offices in this city. There is to be nq 
telephoning to Arden; no vigil of re- 
porters there; no informal talks with 
members of the family. or physicians. 
Mr. Harriman has retired in the truest 
sense of the word for his “after cure,” 
and nothing is to disturb him. 

Just as the country eagerly reada_ the 
cables from abroad concerning the 
financier’s health, debatg@l thereon and 
bought or sold stock according to its 
interpretation. so it has gone on since 
the brief glimpse of him vesterday. 

Although he is in what may . be 
termed easy railroad distance of the 
financial district, uneasiners’ thers 
continues cnd was strongly reflected 
in the movements of the stock mar- 
ket- 

Harriman Stocks Jump. 

With a weak opening, Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific, together with 
New York Central, now classed as a 
Harriman stock, underwent déclines 
at the outset under rather heavy 
selling orders. Firmness followed tha 
first losses, but it was only temporary 
and was followed by even greater de- 
elines as tradims eentinned. and by 
noon nearly all active stocks were off 
from 2% to 5 potnts. 

It came to the street unofficially thar 
Mr. HarrWnan was resting easily 
throughout the morning and early af- 
ternoon, but: this did not serve to off- 
set the general apprehension.

Detroit, Mich., August 25.—The evils 
of legal argument, based on miscon- 
ception of testimony, were touched 
upon in the address tonight of Justice 
William L. Carpenter, of Michigan, on

nual convention in this city. As: a 
remedy, Justice Carpenter urged 
judges to assume a more attentive at- 
titude in court, and encourage law- 
yers to make fair statements. 

The address of Governor Augustus 
Willson, of Kentucky, on “The Peopie 
and Their Law,” was the leading fea- 
ture of the day's program. 

Night Riding in Kentucky. 

Governor Wilison, in choosing as 
his text the opinion of the United 
States supreme court in the-case of 
Crowley Christianson, that “liberty 
is not unrestricted license to act ac- 
cording to one’s own will,” entered 
into an exposition of the Kentucky 
character and the cauges which leq up

Reviewing the hold which the Ku 
Ktux and toll gate wars : 
Kentuckians, he led up to the tobacco 
war, which produced “night -riding,”’ 
and this_he_reviewed at length. »« He 
sketched the raids of the tobacco law- 
breakers on Hopkinsville Princeton 
and Russellville, Ky., and read the 
chief justice’s admonition to the peo- 
die: 

“You had better burn every barn 
in the commonwealth than with up- 
lifted hand in the jury box profane 
vour duties and render an unjust ver- 
dict in the name of the law.” 

Anglo-Saxons Object to Bayonets. 

The governor told how this chief 
justice, at a conference with Mr. Will- 
son. had called off the tobacco growers 
and buyers, had’ deprecated the use of 
soldiers in the night riding troubles. 
declaring that “you cannot. pugh ap 
idea through an Anglo-Saxoy’s head 


yonet.”” Se i Bs , Trg 

Governor Willson told of the raids that 
followed this meeting, the barn burn- 
ings, and of the one Kentucky night 
riding murder, that of Hiram Hedges, 
a farmer, who was killed. one night 
before his. door in Nicholas county. He 
gave the wording of the blood-curdling 
night rider oath and read from some of 
the appeals which he said had come to 
him from e frightened Kentuckians. 
Mr. Willson declared that his. power 
had been limited to punishing known 
offenders. 

Juries Wouldn't Indict. 

In all of the time of the tobacco war, 
in only a few counties had juries been 
found that would return indictments 
against their neighbors who had done 
the night riding... He said that not 
more than 360 militiamen had tried to 
hold back “10,000 organized night rid- 
ers during the entire trouble. 

“My promise to the people that they 
would need no lawyers if they hurt 
anvone in defense of their homes was 
kept,” said the governor, “and there 
will be no pardon for the crimes of 
pillage, plant scraping, burning and 
organized murder. But now the peo- 
ple are coming into their own, and I 
look for trials and convictions, a rare 
thing up to this time. The politician 
who parleys with crime in a ‘straight 
American state’ like Kentucky will 
be rebuked instantly, and™ woe will 
come to him, 

Punishment in Time. 

“IT believe that there can be no re- 
newal of the trouble. The. night 
riders are still unpunished, but no 
statute of limitations protects them. 
The murderers of Hiram Hedges are 
still at large, but the people’s law 
will punish the criminals in time.” 

A meeting of the committee on pat- 
ent, thademark end copyright law was 
held this afternoon. It -was recom- 
mended that the bill for the estab- 
lishment of a United States court of 
patent appeals, and for other purposes, 
now awaiting enactment by congrese, 
receive the full attention of the com- 
mittee and active support for. its 
passage.

Would Yteld Millions. 

President Taft believes that several 
hundreds of millions weuld be Placed 
at the disposal of the government 
through postal savings banks. It is 
suggested that this money might well 
be employed in teking up the $600.- 
200,000 or $700,000,000 of government 
2 per cent bonds which are ocut- 
standing and whiéh have given. in 
contern.to thé treasury department 
ficials.. Already the°2. per cent -bonds 
are selling below par and there is fear 
of further depreciation. in view of the 
3 per cent issues hich have been 
authoriezd and which soon may be 
placed oh the market. 

The money which posta! banks 
‘would draw, the president believes, is 
that which is sent abroad each year 
by foreigners who insist that the gov- 
ernment’s guarantee shall be back of 
any bank in which they place their 
hard-earned savings and which is se- 
creted in stockings and mattresses and 
not sent to any bank at all. The pres- 
ident believes that the postal banks 
would appeal only to those tfmid per- 
sons who are afraid to trust the-ordi- 
nary banks and who would rather get 
the 2 per cent or less interest which 
the government would give than to 
place the money in the regular savings 
banks, where it would draw from 3 to 
4 per cent Interest each year. 

Interest Less Than 2 Per Cent. 

By placing the interest to be al- 
lowed by the posta) banks at less than 
2 per cent, Mr. Taft is convinced that 
no harm would be done to the ordinary 
banks of commer¢ce, for discriminating 
persons who now placé their money in 
these banks and ‘are appreciative of 
What these banks are doing for the 
community would not withdraw money 
drawing a high rate and place it un- 
der government care at half the inter- 
est offered by the ordinary savings 
banks. . 

The money obtained through -postal 
banks, the president and several of 
his closest advisers believe, would of- 
fer a happy solution of the 2 per cent 
bond problem. Idle funds would be 
placed at the disposal of the govern- 
ment at an exceedingly -low rate of 
interest. The government's guarantee. 
it is believed, would dam the steady 
flow of gold across the Atlantic to 
foreign banks under government con- 
trol. 

Opposes Bank Guaranty. 

President Taft expressed himself 
again today, as he did 80 often during 
the campaign of a year ago, as un- 
alterably opposed to a guarantee of 
bank deposits. Mr. Taft said he dtd 
not. believe in making one set of bank- 
ers stand responsible for another set, 
and he does not think the national 
government or the states should un- 
dertaké to extend -a guarantee to in- 
stitutions which are not under gOv- 
ernment control and direction. 

As to the charge of paternalism re- 
flected in the postal bank idea, Pres- 
ident Taft, in stating his position to- 
day, declared he thought it rather far- 
fetched. He cited the instance of the 
postoffice department itself. and said 
the extension of the postoffice system 
to include a field of banking which is 
not now covered by private institu- 
tions could not be regarded as a too 
paternalistic step. 

Tomorrow afternoon the president 
will have a conference with Senator 
Aldrich, chairman of the senate finance 
committee, and Secretary MacVeagh, 
of the treasury. The postal banks wil) 
have a share in the discussion.

At one mo- 
ment there was an enchaning picture 
as the aeroplane floated in the limpid 
blue beneath a beautiful rainbow while 
the approaching dirigible,.Col, Renard, 
was silhouetted against. the black 
clouds banked up on the horizon, 

As Paulham in turn broke the time 
and distance ‘records, the jubflation of 
the spectators was beyond description. 
The Americans joined the French and 
dther foreigners in paying tribute to 
the courage of the daring aviator. 

Exhibition flights meanwhile were 
being given by Sommer, LeBlanc, 
Latham, Rougier, Tissandier, Bleriot, 
Gobron and Bunau-Verilla, and al- 
though they offered a wonderfully im- 
pressive sight as they heeled:and cir- 
cled in the gathering dusk, they were 
almost forgotten in the intensity of in- 
terest as to how far Paulham would go. 

Fast Round by Curtiss. 

Shortly Paulham descended near the 
back turn and it was announced that 
the committee had granted him per- 
mission to replenish his tank on the 
field to permit his return with his own 
power. Everybody decided to await 
his appearance and it is doubtful if 
one hundred persons left the tribunes, 
despite the lateness of the hour. 

While they waited, Glenn H. Curttss, 
the American aviator, got out his ma- 
chine for an effeort to beat Bleriot’s 
time of yesterday and he made a fast 
round, flowering his own titne for the 
6 t-5 miles to 8 minutes 11 3-5 secondas, 
only 7-15 seconds behind that of 
Bleriot. ae 

It was dark when a great cheer 
arose as Paulham appeared out of the 
blackness of night and descended 
gracefully in front of the triburies. 
The fence was torn down in the rush 
to reach him, and he was borne on the 
shoulders of some of the most enthusi- 
astic among thé spectators, the crowds 
escorting him to the box of the Mar- 
quis de Polignac, president of the com- 
mittee on aviation, to receive congrat- 
ulations and have his health drunk in 
champagne. 

In the Arms of His Wife. 


In the midst of the mad enthusiasm, 
Paulham’s eye rested on a face in the 
crowd below. Instantly he stretched 
out his arms, and turning broke his 
Way through the throng in the trib- 
unes, a2 moment later throwing himself 
into the arms of his wife. His mother 
and father also were there to embrace 
him and weep;’and finally to carry 
him off in triumph. 

Paulham is not 
simply an operator, 
taken rank “as the world’s greatest 
professional. The belief is unanimous 
that he won the Prix de Champagne 
today, although the managers of the 
Wright machine intimate that they 
will have a try for it tomorrow. The 
final day for this event is Friday. 

Lefebvre, with a 90-litres tank, went 
out this afternoon in attempt for the 
prize, but the tank developed a leak, 
and Lefebvre was forced to descend 
before he had gone 3,000 yards.

Experts are greatly impressed with 
the exhibition of stability and regu- 
larity by #aul Ham’s machine.

Food Products ---- Benzoate 
Fight Occurs Today. 


Denver, Col., August 25.—The cor- 
tentions of the department of agri- 
culture that benzoate of soda, used as 
@ preservative in thousands of food 
products, is not harmful t> the publis 
health will be defended here tomorrow 
by an army“ of chemical experts at 
the convention of the Association of 
State and National Food and Dairy De- 
partments. 

Secretary of Argiculture Wilson was 
joined here today by es Ira Remsen, 
‘of Baltimore; Dr. RuSsell H. Chilten- 
den, of New Haven, Conn.; Dr. John 
H. Long, of Evanston, I1]l., and Dr. 
Christian H. Herter, of New’ York 
city, all members of the Remsen ref- 
eree board. which was created by 
President Roosevelt in the latter part 
of his administration to decide 
upon disputed points in the enforce- 
ment of the several pure food laws. 

They Will Defend Benzecate. 

They will appear before the con- 
vention to qgefend their findings that 
benzoate of soda is not harmful when 
used in.small quantities. 

On the other hand, In the asgssocia- 
tion, which is composed of food com- 
missioners and cxpert chemists from 
every state, there is a faction which 
asserts that the Remsen experiments 
had not been accepted as conclusive, 
and the question whether benzoate is 
or is not harmful when taken  con- 
stantly in the many foods in which 
it is used is still an open one. 

J. W. Emery, foog commissioner of 
the 
association, has openly opposed Secre- 
tary Wilson and the Remsen board. 
He asserts there is no need for any 
kind of chemical preservative in food 
products. After the Remsen board 
members speak a special committee 
appointed by President Emery will 
give its opinion of the board’s findings. 

Sanitary Inspection of Food. 

In discussing “Sanitary Inspection 
of Food Production and  Distribu- 
tion,” Dr. H. E. Barnard said: 

“The quéstion of purity itn food has 
now been superséG@ed by that of san- 
itation in the handling of food. While, 
by sheer force of law, we are com- 
pelling food and drug manufacturers 
to guarantee purity, we are almost 
entirely neglecting sanitary milk pro- 
duction, clean bake shops or  whole- 
some markets. We forget that meat, 
sterflizeq by heat, cannot but contain 
injurious bacteria, and that our bread 
and milk may be swarming with the 
germs of filth. even though they con- 


form to all legal standards of strength 
and composition.” 

“In other words. we must not 1 nger 
ignore the important fact that foods. 
though chemically pure, may be sani- 
tarilvy unfit to eat. 

“The enforcement of the federal 
meat inspection law has solved the 
meat problem for city dwellers, but 
the time has come when we must put 
a stop to the distribution of unfit 
meat sent abroad by the smal! slaugh- 
tering houses.

An American tourist spending an investigating month in,Georgia would 
not have far to search for the one paramount motive now pidieue the people 
of this state. 

“He would quickly locate it as a crusade for: road-building wide as the 
commonvealth, the principal factor in which is the essential. principle of 
coordination between counties. ¢ 

A striking illustration is found in a special dispatch from Albany, 
cently published in The Constitution. 

The correspondent stated, in substance, that the impassivity of just a 
year ago had been dissipated, and that the people of that immediate secfion 
were mutually fired by the common impulse to build good and lasting high- 
ways, and to connect the highway of one county to that of another, so that 
the smallest effort would not be amiss or ill-directed. 

He shows that within the last few days the finishing touches have been 
put upon the highway that joins ‘Dougherty with Lee county on the north. 
But the work is not headed in just one diréction. assurances have been 
received from the authorities of Mitchell county, on the south, that as soon

Further still toward Florida lies Decatur county, and the officials here 
have indicated a willingness to take up the link, as soon as Mitchell places 
the south end of it in their hands. 

On the north of Dougherty is Lee, and the road-building authorities of 
this county have already set to work to materialize Lee’s share in the great 
thoroughfare running north and south through the state. 

These four counties offer eminently practical examples in road-building 
and coordination to all Georgia. And, simply as a metter of record, they 
may be taken as illustrations of the constructive spirit more or less evident 
in every county in the state. . 

The Constitution congratulates itself, also, that the crusade has broken 
out with unprecedented aggressiveness in that portion of Georgia most need- 
ing its developing influences—the mountain counties of north Georgia, here-

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NEGLECTING THE APPLE’'CROP. §. : 


Alarming’ neglect of the American apple crop is indicated in figures 
showing that present production is only about: one-third that of fifteen years 
ago. And while production has fallen off more than 60 per cent, exports to 
meet the foreign demand have increased in a similar ratio. 

Speculating upon the reason for this neglect of one of the most profitable 
of fruit crops, The New York Press says: 


While our population ig rapidly increasing, and while. we are parting 
more and more of the fruit, production of apples in the United States has been 
oy for nearly fifteen years. In 1895 we raised 60,000,000 barrels and in 
1596, 69,000,000. For the last four years the average yield has been less than 
25.000.000. In 1908 the crop was only 23,000,000. In 1902 we exported only 
- 800,000 bushels; in 1907, 7,400,000. The apple is the fruit of the gods. Leslie 
Shaw, former secretary Of the treasury, eats three every morning for break- 
fast. He has them sent east from his farm in Towa, 


Are Americans growing tired of the apple? The least expensive of fruits, 
its combined food and therapeutic value is, perhaps, greater than any of the 
rest of them. That is why Mr. Shaw and many other Americans eat them, 
but the figures would indicate that the number of consumers is growing 
|} smaller and smaller. 

Some of the finest known varieties of apples are grown in middle aiid 
north Georgia, but there are very few of them. The apple requires more 
time to produce than the peach, and the grower is inclined to give his atten- 
tion to the fruit of quickest return. “Pérhaps that is one reason why apple 
production has been neglected in. this state. But it should not be forgotten 
that the apple compensates for this by its longer continued and greater pro- 
duction, where proper care and ‘attention are given the trees, :

What has been accomplished in the 
last year to properly pack a bale of 
cotton and thereby save a useless tare 
of only $40,000,000 on the crop? Noth- 
ing. 

With corn, hay, meat and everything 
elee at a high price, used in making 
this crop and bought on credit, how 


can it be expected that this cotton al-- 


ready sold for goods bought on ores 
can be ‘properly marketed? 

/The cotton 1s already sold, and at 
practically any price that may be of- 
fered; and there is nothing for these 
tenants and others who have bought 
zoods on credit to be paid for from 
the proceede of the sale of cotton, but 
to deliver the goods. 

Half the present cotton crop at least 
was sold before a lock had been pick- 
ed. Nothing to do but deliver this 
cotton, and those who produce it have 
no object or care in life but to live 


year by year. 


The cotton mill people know of this 
condition, and in buying this cotton 


that is délivered on debts already con-’ 


tracted, gives them just the leverage 
they need fo bear the price down and 
zet the whole crop at a low average 
price, 

And, again, thousands and thousands 
of bales have been sold by farmers for 
delivery this fall at from 11 to 12 
cents on contract. 

The mill people and speculators own 
these contracts and they will Or 
course use them and the cotton to 
bear the market. 


The farmers of the south—landlord 


and tenant—are the first to sell a bale |; 
dollar's, 


of cotton futures—for -every 
worth of goods bought on credit to be 
paid for in cotton is a future sale. 

It is folly for the southern cotton 
farmer to. presume that the mill men, 
with their shrewd wits and millions 
of dollars. do not know how to play 
thelr game against a set of cotton 
farmers who haven't enough food or 
money to meintain themselves without 
going in debt. 

The farmer who makes cotton with 
a mortgage is just obliged to walk 
into the trap he has created.

FOR DEATH OF M’DOWELL 


Suit for $25,000 Against Estate 
of Assailant, Who Is Now 
in the Asylum.

New York, August ~25.~Jdéhn Miteh- 
ell. of the National Civic Federation, 
in discussing the Plans to establish 
reat industrial colleges in all popu- 
lous sections of the country, said: 

“Our committee is to have a fur- 
ther meeting in Washington and I 
cannot talk definitelv until after that. 
but in a general wav we Dian to make 
the industrial educational] Systems of 
the various localities distinct from 
cultural education. 

“We do not plan anything in con- 
nection with the primary schoo! sy¥s- 
tem at at all. We aim to take hold 
of the children when they finish the 
primary schools at about the age of 
14 and give them a four years’ course 
in our schools. 

“These schools would have 
part of the educational system in a 
way, because they would he public 
schools supported by the public. The 
subjects to be taught will depend upon 
the industrial circumstances of the lIo- 
cality. For instance, where there is 
a shoe manufacturing vicinity, there 
should be a shoe-trade school. Where 
there-are textile works there should 
be textile schools.”

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[STOCK SPECULATORS’ 
DREAMS DISPELLED 


News Given Out by Harriman 
Was Disappointing to Them. 
Losses in St : 


New York, August 25.—With the. re- 
turn of E. H, Harriman and his posi- 
tive avowal that no immediate distribu- 
tion- of “melons” to holders of Union 
Pacific-Southern Pacific securities is 
contemplated, a change seemed to 
come over the spirit of Wall street's 
Speculative dreams today. It would 
be puerlle to deny that many in the 
financial district were prepared for 
other news than that given out by the 
Magnate, While the bullisr views on 
the country and his plans for new con- 
struction, development and expansion 
find a hearty echo in conservative 
Quarters. there is, nevertheless, keen 

isappointmeént, largely among the 
professional element, that the chief 
incentive for forcing the Harriman 
stocks to hiwher prices has gone, for 
a time at least. It eliminates the 
most important features which have 
accompanied, when thev have not actu- 
ally propelled, the recent outbursts of 
enthusiasm. It is believed that Mr. 
Harriman's earnest faith in the coun- 
try’s future will largelv neutralize the 
disappointment felt in regard to his 
financial policies. Quite as important 
as Mr. Harriman’s return to the scene 
of his greatest activities is the victory 
gained yesterday by the western ra!f}- 
roads over the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the Missouri rate case. 
Missouri rate cases the commission is 
vermanently enjoined from’ enforcing 
its through and seaboard rates, and if 
the opinion of the court is custained by 
a higher tribunal, it will greatly cur- 
tail the power of the commission over 
the transportation companies. From 
Pittsburg came advices of a further 
resumption of work at the steel mills 
in Ohio, while large sales of pig iron 
at higher priées were renorted. Open- 
ing sales of stocks reflected nervous 
and unsettled conditions, the greatest 
losses being incurred by the Harriman 
group. Except for Union Pacific, 
which came out in an Initial block of 
6,600 shares, trading was not in esve- 
clally large volume, although the first 
hour’s business exceeded 300,000 shares. 
Losses at the outset ranged from 2 
points in Union Pacific to one in gll 
the speculative favorites. First do- 
clines gave nlace to get firmness be- 
fore the end of the first hour, only to 
be followed by another dip, which 
sent the list lower than before. The 
market then teok another breathing 
spell, but bv noon substantially al! 
active stocks were off 2% to 5 points. 
Much of the liquidation wae obviously 
for long account, but in the main it 
represented bear selling, directed 
chiefly against Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific and other stocks with Harri- 
man interests. In the early afternoon 
business. grew dull, with only slight 
recovery from the low prices of the 
noon hour. Towards the final hour a 
sudden spurt brought substantial bet- 
terment all around, but renewed press- 
ure upon Union Pacific resulted in an 
irregular close.
